Third— Wo are also of the opinion that 
1 daily report should he iiiiulo liy tho 
oiigiiieer in chief u.s to the working of

ST. JOHN'S BIG FIRE. 

■J" wo Hundred Workmen's. Families Ren- 
dered Homeless in a Few Hours. 

St. .lolin N. R., May 26 — ^Thls city wa.s 
visited yesterday by the heaviest fire 
since 1877, when nearly the entire city 
was swept away. To-day the conflagra- 
tion was In the north end or IiKlian 
Town, at the mouth of the St. .lohn riv- 
er. The alajTU was sent in for a fire in 
Penaxcc & Sons warehouse about 2 p.m. 
Some time was lost before water could he 
secured and by this time the fire had 
g;iiucd headway. At one time it looked 
a.s it tho whole north end wouhl be dos- 
troyi^l. The firemen tried hard to stop 
tho headway of tlie flaines by blowing 
up a. few buildings to make a breach. 
lOvorylhiiig, however, was drj-, and no 
sooner was the lire totally stopiied in oii<' 
quarler lliau tho men were called to all- 
ot her plac-i> to try to stop its (Uiward 
march. Thus mailers went, on uiilil 
l>::!i) before the lire was fully under con- 
trol ,LU(1 liver 2011 houses went down or 
wen^ rendered useless. 

The loss is a heavy one, as all the 
l>ui Mings destroyed were either owne<l or 
occupied by men who worked in the saw- 
mills or on the river. In many ctises the 
fui-niture was .also lost. One life was lost 
r.u idd iinnitu-rieil hnly named Conrad, 
who was burned to ileatli. ller charred 
ri'iiiains were found in the debris. Au 
other womn, named Mowry, who wii: 
sufiering from heart trouble, died of 
fright.

TMie olcvntor conipiiny shipped, in Oc- 
tober, 1S07, 30,<)00 bush(;ls of grain 
fronx Fort Willitim, consigned by the 
original bills of lading in care of tho 
City elevator iu Iluffalo, and intended to 
be shipped to New York, by the New 
York i'.eiilral railway. liy misUike the 
copies of the bill "f lading contained the 
naiiio of the Lehigh Valley railway, as 
tho BulTalo consiguoo. The Inttor road 
accepted the grain, stored it in the Stur- 
gis elevator, and insured it. The mistake 
was diseavercd in a few days, and the 
Lehigh company turned tho grain over to 
the Now Y'ork Central, and <'uiicclled the 
insurance on it. ITie New York Central 
failed lo insure the grain, and tlic Sturgis 
elevator being destroyed by fire the grain 
was .T total loss. 

The Lehigh Valley pi-ojile <leided ro- 
sponsihilit.v. saying that they had been 
ordered to turn the grain over to the Ceii- 
tr-il. This was .lenied. but the jury to 
v..-hoiu the el.-iiiu for damages -was refer- 
red dec-ided in favor r>f the railway eoni- 
paiiy. and the suit was dismissed.

Till? Colonist need not say that for 
Premier :8emlin it has a very kindly 
feeling, because all its references to 
liini prove it. Wo feel, tliereforc, thiit 
noitlier lie nor luiy of liis politieal friends 
will regard what is said iii this urtiolo as 
inspired ;by any pci^onal animosity; but 
tlie truth must be told and it is tliat Mr. 
Somliu is not jui-it the l<ind of man re- 
<luirod by Uritish Columbia in tlie prL«- 
mierehip at this particular juncture. The 
imaginary report of a meeting of llie 
government, sent over from Vancouver, 
ia understood to .'represent very correctly 
the general attitude of the memberH of 
the cabinet towards each other. i>fr. 
Semlin is little more thtin iioniia;ilIy 
premier, and his colleagues are at sevon- 
and-sixes -upon more than one question. 
What Britislx Columbia needs at -the 
head of affairs is a man of strong indi- 
viduality, a man who not only has fiiiih 
in the future of the province— for ^Mr. 
Semlin has this— T)ut also the courage of 
his faith, a man to whom the public -will 
look with ronfidoiire as a leader, who 
(•MM retroiiclle the various clenionts of 
the population and weld theni to gi-ther, 
BO that we may all act in harmony for 
tlie adTancement of the public interest. 
If there is such a man in the prese.it 
legislature he lias not oorae into evi- 
dence. 

One re.'iHon wliy the local affairs of the 
province are not in stronger liunds is 
that federal issnes, or rather federal par- 
tizanship, have lieen allowed to hiive 
too nuK'Ii «way In rcci-nt years. Evca 
those who look with disfavor upon llic 
blending of Provincial and Dmnininn 
issues have not been rible entirely to 
eradicate from their ininds the latter 
when dealing with the former, and until 
Ihey are kept wholly distinct or avowed- 
ly amalgamated, British Cohnnliia will 
never have such an administratinn as it 
ought to have in order that its grcit 
interests m.ay be properly watched over. 

Premier Semlin ean hardly feel much 
satisfaction witli the existing conditi.in 
<if affair.s. lie innst realize? quite .-is ful- 
ly as any one else that liis j)ositlon in 
the cabinet is not one that eimbles him 
to do full justice (o himself or the prov- 
ince. The elements of whieir iiis aduiin- 
istriition is <'ompo.so<l are as fon'iuni to 
each other aH oil and water. I'olili -al 
exigency cast upon him a task from 
- which any man of his ilispo silu)n would 
naturally have shrunk. He <„uld ha.-d- 
ly have failed to forcsrv its very dillicult 
nature. Every one else saw that .Messrs. 
Cotton and Martin would not work har- 
moniously together for any length of 
time.

AN EXTKAOUDINAUY PERFORM 
ANOB. • ' ■, 

The iwlice magistrate "was the prin 
cipa! actor in a very extraordinary per 
formancc last Tuesday, which seems to 
have been copsid^ed by, him or some one 
else to have bcen'oif 'sufficient importance 
to call for the publication of a verbatim 
report of his remarks. The occasion 
was the delivering oC judgment iu the 
Jeeves stabbing case. : Ot^pnist readers 
may remdmber Oiat tilts paper on Sun 
day gave an account of this case, ])rinting 
a simple statenieiil of facts, without com 
meut. The police magistrate has under 
taken to censure the Colonist for bo do- 
ing. The police magistrate hals nndor- 
tjiken to say that the printing of this re 
port was "libellous and full of inaccur- 
acies." We shall si>cak of the latter part 
of the statement first, because it is im- 
portant above all things that a uews- 
paper's reputation for accuracy should 
bo maintained. The Colonist said 
"Without other words he struck at his 
friend, the latter catching tlu; knife on 
his arm to save his neck, and receiving a 
wound perhaps two inches- in length hy 
half an inch in depth." The police magis- 
trate says that this is not home out by 
the evideiK.H!, The chief of police says 
that it is what the boy who was stabbed 
said. The police magistrate said it wiLS 
uot sworn to, and he was governed by 
the sworn testimony. The Colonist was 
not protending to tell what the police 
magistrate was governed by. It leaves 
that problem, to others. It was simply 
telling the boy's own story. There is, 
however, a serious inaccuracy in the 
sentence above ([uoteil, to which th 
police magistrate did not diivet attention. 
TliL' wuuiid was not two inches long, but 
half an inch long; it was uot half an 
inch deep, but nearly two inches deep 
Mny we ask Police Magistrate Hall 
why he laid stress upon the trilling inac- 
curacy, if it was one, about tin.- point 
aimed at, and overlooked this far graver 
one? The magistrate also took serious 
exception to the statement of the Colon 
ist that the chief of imlice was not al 
lowe<l to iiitrodiu-e cenain testimony. 
Ue is good enough to suy that this state- 
ment is due to spleen. He Uatters him 
self. It was due simply to a desire to 
relate the facts. He is also good enough 
to express the opinion that the expression 
"A Youthful Ivnifer" was "particularly 
peculiar and dangerous,'' We do not 
know that we can do better than ap- 
ply the magistrate's own language to his 
own conduct We question if anything 
could bo more "peculiar and dangerous" 
than a dismissal with a caution of a boy 
who stuck a knife iu up to the handle 
iu another boy's arm. According to the 
law, as administered by .the police magis 
trate, this Is not even a common assault, 

TUB BIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

When the mine owners objci;t to the 
eight-hour law they are usually met witli 
the statement that th9y had plenty of 
notice of it, and if they failed to protest 
to the legislature against its passage 
they hav(.' only themselves to )>lanic. 'J'his 
is not correct. The section of the act 
wliich prohibits miners from being em- 
ployed underground for more than eight 
hours out of every twenty-four was not 
in the bill as originally inlr(i(luc(>d. In 
its original shaix> there was little in the 
bill to call for criticism. The eight-liour 
section was put iu while the bill was be- 
fore the corniuilt<'e, and .so little atten 
tion Wius paid to it at the time that wi 
ilo not liiul any reCereucc.' to it in the 
IKUls oC the proceedings of the house 
imblished in the uewspai>ers. Under 
these circiiinKtauces it is preposterous to 
say that the mine owners ought to have 
lirulcstitl against the (.'liange in the law. 

We ask the public what tliry think of a 
government wiiich woulil permit Kuch a 
change to be made, without notice, and 
one might almost say in a surreptitious 
manner. If this sort of thing is to be 
the rule liereaCti'r, no branch of industry 
is safe from legislative interference with- 
out notice, and this will render invest- 
ments so insecure tluit cajiital will be 
afraid to come into the province. We 
do not say that such an amendnieut 
could not be projierly made in eoniniittct', 
.so far as purlianieiitary practice goes. 
What we do say is that no government, 
having any proper apprecuiUon of its re- 
sponsibilities, would have permitted such 
an aiiiendnieiit to be introiluced into one 
of its i>wn bil!s without taking; souie sli-ps 
to ascertain how it would In.' regarded by 
those who arc most interested in it, and 
by tills we mean the miners, as well tis 
1 he mine owners, of Kootcnay and other 
liarts of Britisli Columbia. 



the power to have becu exercised. Ho 
specilicHi two eases, iumcly,'i the altera- 
tion of Argentouil and Terrebonne and of 
Terrebonne and Montcalm. We mention 
the.so instances because the Colonist was 
among the first to raise doubt as to pow 
er of parliajiicnt in tlie premises, and to 
add tlmt they hardly prove the Premier's 
coutention. Sir Wilfrid Lauricr laid 
great stress upon tlie pro^-ision autlior- 
iziug a commission of judges to divide 
counties and cities, where their division 
is directed by this act. The provision 
seemed to meet wth general approval 
He also explained that the act is not to 
come in force during the lifetime of the 
present parliunient, Uiat is, by-elections 
will be held under the law us it stands. 

Sir Charles Tupper took the position 
that the changes whlcli the bill proposes 
ari^ of a nature contemplated by the 
Uritish North America Act, us proper to 
be made after a decennial census, while 
uot denying the power of parliament to 
make them at any time. He drew at- 
teatiou to the fact that the bill refers 
specially to Ontario, ami iwluted out that 
the reason of this was doubtless the fail- 
ure of that province to give a Liberal 
majority ia 18UU- Ue cluirgcd that the 
bill showed the' government to be afraid 
to face the constitucnces as they stand. 
The Conservative leader's speech was a 
remarkably vigorous one, his arraignment 
of the present government for its fail- 
ure to make good its pledges to the peo- 
ple. We note his closing observations: 

Now, that is the iKisitiou. 1 ask my 
honorable friend if he thinks lliat the 
great electorate of Canada, tlie independ- 
ent, intelligent people of this Dominion, 
will feel that a I'riiiie Alinisler and a 
governinenl tliat are able to resort to 
such unworthy, such unconstitutional, 
such iini)roiier means of clinging to pow- 
er, should be set aside, and better men 
should liU their places? ((Cheers). It is 
not my oiiinion alone, but the opinion of 
the treasury benches and of tin.' men 
who sit behind tliein, that, after the vote 
they have been force<l to give by judge- 
ship.s and high ollices — tin; promises of 
which they have had in their i>ockets ! 
sioii after session, while they were giving 
a slavish support to the government 
that the independent electorate of this 
country are- waiting, pationlly waiting, 
for an oiiportnnit.v to redress tliese 
wrongs, and to show that the time has 
come when the men who obtained power 
by promises, every one of which they 
have brukeu and disregarded, must he 
deuled any longer continuance of the con- 
li<lence tlmt they have abused. (Cheers). 
1 challenge In the face of this house, 
and I challenge tlictn in the face of this 
country, to name one single act, one sin 
gle public principle, ever professed as a 
cardinal principle by that party, that they 
have not trampled under foot since they 
obtained power. I challenge them, to 
auote one single promise by means of 
which they thus obtained power to mis- 
govern this country, that they have not 
violated. I have given that challenge 
before, and it remains unmet (Cheers). 
No attempt has been made to show a 
single [irinciple that they have professed 
that they have not utterly violated, or 
a single pledge on which they obtained 
the c(uitideiice of the electorate of Can- 
ada, that the^' have not trampled under 
their feet. Of course we cannot take up 
this bill in its present shape. It will be 
printed and placed in our hands. Hut I 
undertake to say that the more closely it 
is exaniiiieil the more i)robable will it be 
that 1 have not understood the objects 
and aims that the honorable gentleman 
has in view in putting this measure be- 
fore the house.

THE WORLD OVER 



. After the Qonvigtiou of Luccheui, the 
assassin of thcf.Biihpress of Austria, thoro 
were conflicting reportH us to thu treut- 
muut Lo wiiH reoeivint,' in prison. It w;ih. 
for example, alleged that lie wiiH coiifinod 
In an uudcrgtp'iind dungeon to. which uo 
ray of dayllgiit could enter. This was 
promptly contnulictcd, and thu contra- 
diction was no doubt justified. Tlio IJrit- 
iah Medical Journal now publishes llio 
follo\ving account of his tfeatmeht, which 
it reccircd from a corrosponden't? who vis- 
ited the prison on March 2!) rind saw 
Lucchoni: '■rjiLcc'lioiii oucupios tlic e-t'll 
No. U-i, a room of 2-1: cul)ic inetros, 
ed by'a full-size window, lookinK to the 
Southeast, and lettiiiK in (!on.«idoialile 
aunshino. Tho r(x>ni is decently furnish- 
ed, is kept i)erfectly cloiui, and is provid- 
ed Willi an electric bell. The nuni had 
plenty of sood l)ooks, and looked perfect- 
ly healthy, well fed and (luite liap])y. IIo 
is allowe<l twice a day an hour's walk 
ill the priHoa yard, of course finite alone, 
as lie is an siHTOt for (he first six months. 
Besides the room alitudy ineiitioued, Luc- 
choni has a good-sized bed-room with a 
smaller window, a clean and comfortable 
bed. a close stool, etc. The bed-room is 
a trifle smaller than the sitting-room, 
looking to the Sontheast. He is neatly 
clad. The rooms have nothing of a 'dun- 
geon' about them, being two stories above 
ground, and perfectly dry and airy." 

The devdopment of the little city of 
SovorosByi.sk, at the Northeast comer of 
the Black Sea, has been remarkable. The 
.city is built on an excellent harbor, at 
me extreme 'Westorn end of the Cauca- 
sus Mountains. Some years afco the 
Russians dis<-ovored the advantages for 
commerce of this fine situation, and this 
is the reason the hamlet has developed 
into a brisk and enterprising city of ;ir>.- 
000 people. It is still growing at a rapid 
rate, and last year the shipping that vis- 
ited tlie port took away nearly a million 
tons of produce, largely wheat; and 
- wheat, in fact, is making the fortune of 
the place. One of tho fine whcnt-growinK 
regions is in tho provinces of Kiilian and 
Stavropol in tho Southeast i>f Ittissia. I 
which is Hubsidiary territory to this port. | 
The harbor is deep, .and never freezes 
over in winter. There is every reason to 
believe that Novorogsyisk will become one 
of tho most imiKirtnnt cities on the Black 
Sea, and there are very few Russian cit- 
ies which hare liad similar rapid derelop- 
mont. 

E'resident Tyouliot has just been call- 
ed upon to perform his first act of execu- 
tive clemency, in the case of a convicted 
murderer. As M, Ijoubot has always 
boon an enemy of capital imnishment, no- 
body was suriirised to learn that he sav- 
ed this man from th(? KuiHotine. Presi- 
dent Grevy. whom M. Loiibct resembles 
in many wa.Ts, always I'dinnuited tlie .'icii- 
tenco of ixiurderors. Hut the other pres- 
idents of the third republic were far loss 
tender to this class oC criminals. Thiers 
always turned a deaf ear to demands of 
this kind. So did Marsh.al MacMahon. 
On one occasion ^'icto^ Hugo issued an 
appeaj to the sovereigns of the earth, re- 
questing that all prisoners condemned to 
capital punishment be liberated. Mac- 
Mahon alone paid no attention to the 
poet's demand, simply sending him a 
formal acknowledgement of the receipt 
of his communication. M,. Cassimor-Per- 
ior was 80 short a time in power that no 
request, for executive pardon reiiehed 
hlin. PrMidents Gamot and Fauro had 
no sympathy for assassins. 

Prince George de Ghika, tho last sur- 
viving member of a noble but impover- 
ished Hungarian family, succeeded to 
the ancestral estates, which are situated 
on tlie Roumanian frontier. Ad the age 
of 22 ho married a prelty circus rider, 
and, with her n.ssistanco, soon squamler- 
ed his fortune. The estates passed into 
tho hands of Je'^vish money-lenders, and 
the Prince, now destitute, and unfitte<i 
for any trade or profession, decided to 
make nso of hi.i splendid liorsemanship. 
Ho offered himself to the managen of a 
travelling circus, his win? having moan- 
while deserte<i him and eIo[)erl with a 
Ilusaian baron. The Prince was cnpag- 
cd as an "ncrobatic rider," and snhsc- 
quently became diriH.'tor of tlie show. His 
Serene Highness now stands in the ring 
each night crneking a Kold-moiiiite<l 
whip, and Ls an unfailiiijr attraction to 
the public. 

Care dwdl^ra, or. to be exact, earth 
or rock dTrellpra, are not yet extinct. A 
traveller who risited tho prehistoric cave 
dwellinrs no;ir TIallerstadt, in the Ilarz 
Mountains, found in the nearby villafre of 
LaiiKenHtein ton caves hi'wn in the ro<-k 
and occupied by forty persons. This lit- 
tle setflenieiit is built on the slope of a 
rocky hill ne;ir the village. The fronts 
of tiio dwellings were made l),v (•iittiiij: 
a vertical face in .the rock. Each "lioiiS(>" 
has .a door and one window. Tlie first 
house was construcleil forty-one y<'ars 
ano liy a yonnu' married couple, who were 
too ))rK>r to [lay their rent in the villiise. 
'J'lie rock houses are wanii in winter, iind 
cool in Runimer. Tlii>y are <|nite liealtli- 
ful. according fo the testiinony of I heir 
iiiliai>itants. whose slout limbs and red 
checks Touch for the truth of their Btate- 
ments. 

Switzerland has just lost it.'j "railroad 
king." M. Onyer-Zeller. Profiting by 
the gr^at "slump" in tho stock of the 
Swiss railroads some years ago, he 
bought wp n majority of the shares of 
the Swiss nnlon, the Oothard. and es- 
pecially the Northeastern railroads. They 
subseqnpntly recovered, and M. Guyer- 
Zcller found himself worth an immense 
fortune, that has largely increased since. 
He snccecded In ousting from the hoard 
of directors of the Norttieastorn Road the 
principal mie of the country, nil who 
were not In agreement with his policy, 
and flnnWy became its sole master. His 
arbitrary course, in the opinion of the 
JonrnaT--defl Dcbats. of .Paris, has re- 
solted Ain greatly ftjrtherinc thi' move- 
ment ■for'"' Btftte ownership of rail- 
roads (m.; SwltiSCrlnnd. Tie has 
become widely known in Tccent 
vcars through his energetic efforts 
to hujid. tJie - Jnngfrnu Railwa.v, two 
scc%'tiR :if>lK which are cnmnleted.'.W'ieth- 
-er the final and most difTleult part will 
now ho ponatrncted siM^nis to he un- 
certain. 

Tho Pnke of Venipue, tlio descendant 
nf Ohricjtopher Oolumbus, lost a pension 
of .$0,000 !i year by reason of tho Span- 
ish-American war, as that sum was .-i 
chargfc on the revenues of Gnha. Tho 
Duke JoBderstSTias tlie ralnc of money.

His old peasant liiothbr, treiahliiig 
with emotion, waited on a halcojiy; speci- 
ally arranged tor her; .where, wlieu the 
rirocession was over, her son was to.; jdin 
her. Biit the ' President, as he was driv- 
ing by, 'sii'jv.ji'Iib' b}d w*rinkled face' look- 
ing down at him, amt in spito of the pro- 
cession whicli was' in danger of boing

A ti-'iiiporary avenue of fern and ]iiiliii 
leaves led us to tlie clearing, where, In a 
sliallow pit, we saw a liiige piled-tip tlie 
of lilazliif,' l<j;;s. Tlil.s Imd been hiiriiiiig 
for several days, and the beat was so great 
tliat we hardly eared to go very near, says 
Chambers' Journal. 

At last the procecdlnga began. Some men, 
gully decorated with garliinds of flowers, 
began removing the biasing, logs: 8omc 
tliey pulled out by hrtcblng ajoop at the 
ead of -a pole over them; others they 
simply picked up In the most uuitltu-of- 
fact wii.v. When all the wood was re- 
moved' we saw tho bottom of tho i)lt had 
a pile of liirge stones, red hot, la It; these 
tlu'y iww lU'ncciMled to level In a ver.v in- 
genious w;iy. .Mioiil ii dozen men, ariiii'd 
with loni,' iioli's, placed these poles Ijeliliid 
aay heap ot stones, a rope— the stem of 
a hush ct(^eiier— was passi'd btdiind the 
pole, a crowd of natives seized eacdi end, 
and, with a sort of call, answered by a 
musical sort of ehoat and chant, they 
palled tho cads of the poles along, seat- 
I terlng the hot stones. Tills was done 
again and again till all was level and 
smooth. Then, to the astonlsliraont of 
the natives, a Dr. Hocken, a sclcntlflc 
man, insisted on banging a thermometer 
over tho stones. One hardly needed a 
tliermomcter to prove that tho heat was 
real; however, he hud IL shlIl^' across until 
It went lip to 'J.S.S decrees and licgini to 
molt; then he was satlstii'd. 

When all was ready, suddenly from out 
of the brash came a tlie of garlanded men, 
who. -ivltluint any hesitation, walked down 
and across the hot stones, haek again, and 
round, wiiidiiig In and out; then, as they 
walked, piles of green staff were thrown 
down to tlicni, upon whicli they promptly 
sat, and were soon almost bidden by tho 
dense clouds of sickening smoke and 
steam wblcb arose. After a time they 
<','ime out, and various people looked at 
their feet, without being any the wdser 
when ihev had llulshed. Then large bundles 
of native food— yams, taro, etc.— neatly tied 
up In leaves, wore placed on the stones 
to cook. 

I seized a smiili native lioy, and Klvinv 
him my liiiii(li;erelilef, told lilm, as far as 
my limited l;iiowledt;e of I'ijian wouhi al- 
liiw. to .i;o iiiol loit It on (Oie of the stones 
til he hiirneil. This he <'ould net tiiider- 
staiid at all; he went off with It, and then 
returned, looking wistfully up at lue, won- 
dering, no doubt, whether I was a danger- 
ous lunatic. Horfevor, at last one of tho 
men picked up n stone from the edge and 
brought It. Ho evidently was not a hard- 
ened performer, for he handled it very 
gingerly, holding It with leaves. It bnrned 
an entirely satisfactory hole In my hand- 
kerchief. I shall send It home as a witness 
to uiy story.

ollicijils coutirm the stateiuent.s uiiide by 
the New York corrcspondcut of the 
London Times to the effect that iiego- 
tiationa with the Cimudiau govonuncnt 
on the subject of Alaska have roiichocl 
almost a hopeless stugo owing lo the 
insistence of Cauiidians that they re- 
ceive .1 slice of Alaska, which apparoutl.v 
preeluiJes any aBrcemeiit being renelied 
on the subject between the Uuiteil States 
aud Cauadinn high couimissiotiers. The 
eveniiiK newspapers reproduce tlie Now 
Vork despatch with comment generally 
regretting the situation, hut objeelitiK to 
the conclusion tlnit Canada is blauiealde. 

The nioriuni,' papiTs di.sciiss the fail- 
ure of the Anglo-Americ-.iu coiuniis.sion 
wiUi au apparent desire to pacify liotli 
Canada and the United States. Tlie 
Daily Chronicle says: "The whole boun- 
dary dispute is small but tliero is uuieh 
reason to fear that tlio lumber quarrel is 
the cause of friction. Both sides apjiear 
to be thinking of perpetual retalialions 
and reprisals. Such a state of things is 
full of evil. It Is urged Uiut a settle- 
ment.' should be accepted. Should this 
•fai]!. add ^should the Nicaragua urr.iuKe- 
■ineiif 'fail also, a very unpleasant rela- 
tion might ensue. A return to any un- 
friendlj;. "temper between i the two 
branchfegJotltUej Anglo-Saxon ia'ee woJld 
be a 'disaster to everyone and above all 
to Canada herself." 

The Daily Mail says; "It is obviously 
unfair for the United States to expect 
the British Empire to do all the giving 
and America to do all the taking. This 
is a form of diplomacy to which we are 
painfully iiccustomed in our dealings 
with certain powel-s."

doubt our government i.s incline<I to ris 
taliatory action ajrainst Canada hv the 
disco iiraginir results of the nogoUiltiiins 
in Ivondoii lookiiiK towards the cle.i:'ing 
of tlie fi(dd for the re-assembling of the 
joint hi^h coniniission. Tlie treasury de- 
I>;vrtuient has now two courses open, 
both being retaliatory. The first is the 
iu-ep;irati(iii of an aiiiendmoiit to the tar- 
ilT Largely increasing tlio duties on liiiii- 
bcT and forest iirodiiels imported from 
('aiiada. There is possihly another 
coiirs<> us a section of the Oinglev act 
authorizes the tIiiit<Mi States, in "cases 
where coniilries impose an cxiMirt duty 
to add ;i]i eiiiiivaleiit iiniiorl duty on such 
gooils eoinni^' to the United States. The 
Canadian governiuent is not imposing, in 
so uijiny \vords, an e.xiiort duty on logs, 
but it lias prohibited tlunr exportation. 
The auo«tioii before Secretary Gage is 
whether this prohibition may not be re- 
garded as in prin<'ii)le tht) same thing as 
an excessive, and therefore, prohibitive 
e.vport ta.\.

THE OHBSS CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Holder Not- Privileged to Stake It, or to 
Play for Money. 

From the Montreal Gazette. 

A Winnipeg despatch states that Mr. 
JIagnus Smith of that city, wlio won 
the chess championship^ of ;; the., Domin- 
ion ut the wceut'^touniameut , of ..the 
Canadian Chess Association^' In Mon- 
treal, has recci\ ed u challenge from Mr. 
T. 11. I 'iper, Victoria, B. 0., to a match 
for i!;i,OUU a side, and the title of cham- 
pion. , The. challenge' seems to,,have been 
issued In. Ignoraiiice of the cdiidltions on 
which Mr; Smith 'diblds" the "champiou- 
ship, and of l^iis 'Staiua las^am^amatcur. 
In the first place, the title of -champion 
is not open to competition. Mr. Smith 
won it at the last tournament, and it 
is his unUl tHc next tournunicnt is held. 
Uc cannot part with it to anybody else 
iC he wanted to, for the title is not his 
to give. If he plays a match for §1,- 

000 a side with Mr. Piper, he will foi-- 
fcit his amateur status, and be ineligi- 
ble to comiiete for the championship at 
the ne.\t tounianient, but if Mr. L'iper 
won lie would Hot bo clianniioii of Can- 
ada. The reasons for this are obvious, 
when the circumstances are considered- 
Mr. Smith won his title fairly and hon- 
orably, because he was the strongest 
player wlio entered for the liuirniKiient, 
imt it liy no means I'olloAvs that he is 
absoliitoly the strongest player in the 
Dominion. Mr. J. 10. Narraway, lln 
winner of the last two tournanieiits, and 
of several before, was unable to eoiiu 
to Mcmtreal, and there nre other players 
in the s;inie position, who Inive lirior 
claims to Mr. I.'i[)er to contest the cham- 
pioiishi|i with Mr. Smith, if it. were put 
ui) for cinuiietition. But to bandy the 
title around on conditions to be arranged 
by the CTUiiiietitors among themselves 
w'oiild be a very undignilied proceeding, 
;ind likelv to lead to serious irreguliirities. 
.Mr. Piper's cliallcnce is, in itself, a glar- 
ing instance. Although he is presmna- 
bly not a. iirofessional, he calmly pro- 
lioses to play for a large money stake. 
.Mr. Smith is not a lu-ofessional, but siiu- 
])ly plays chess for recreation, e;iriiing 
his living in otlier ways. He Ims cer- 
tainly not ."jSlrODO to lose, and if lie were 
to accept Mr. I'iper's challenge, he would 
have to have backers, and all the nause- 
ous luacbiiiery of professionalism. There 
is no giiiiie where it would be more un- 
welcome. We do not want to have chess 
phiyers sneering at each other like pugil- 
ists', iiiid chimoring for higher stakes. .The 
(jhess professional in Canada isTiotmttbh 
in evidonce, for tlte ver ygood reason that 
be is not wanted. An occasional vMt 
from the loading exponents of the game 
is appreciated, but it has been made very 
dear that the hangers-on at tlie clubs, 
on the lookout for quarter or half-dollar 
games, is not welcome. Chess pliiyers, 
as a rule, belong to the intellectual, rath- 

1 r than the wealthy section of the com- 
munity, and they prefer to play with 
their friends. Montreal, which is the 
strongest chess centre in the Dominion, 
could not support a Qrst-rate chess pro- 
fessional, and the second-rate ones are 
not worth having. The late Dr. Pol- 
lock was a thorough gentleman, and a 
most delightful companion, as well as 
a skilled and ingenious player, but hi 
lot in Montri^al was not a happy one, 
for the reasons indicated. Now that 
there is no danger of hurting any one's 
feelings, there is no harm in stating that 
(luring the latter part of his stay in the 
city, he was enabled to eke out ii bare 
sniisistence by the aid of a few of the 
Mi>nlreal players, who had compassion 
on his inlimiities, and eventually paid hif 
fare home. Altogether, ("anada is a 
most unpromising tielil for the chesh 
professional, and then- is no use disguis- 
ing the fact. It is no cause for shame, 
or even for regret When chess bo- 
comes a husinesM, it ceases to be a recren 
tion. so far as the players of Canada arc 
concerned.
